Reference Bid No. 1098 

The project was bid with a performance specification where the contractor 
was given the following: 

1. Amount of money to be spent at each site. t 

2. Goal to introduce new and safe play experiences at each site. 

3. Equipment had to be heavy duty metal frame. 

4. Bid was to be evaluated for play value, safety, quality of equipment 
and cost effectiveness of bid. 

5. Map of each site showing existing equipment. 

The contractors were told to stay within the budget for each site and 
supply us with literature, drawing, etc. of play equipment they recommend 
for each site that offered and met the above requirements. 

Each bid was reviewed and rated on the four evaluation factors. Chart A 
attached indicates the results of the rating. Chart B attached shows how the 
economy factor was figured. 

Based upon analysis of the individual proposals both R & C Fence / Gametime 
and Lawn & Turf / Playbooster 'A' offer worthy bids. An in-depth analysis 
of these two proposals, comparing individual components, costs and percentages 
reveal that the award for this work should be divided between these two contractors. 
The bid documents were written in such a way as to allow us to do this. 

The analysis and recommendation by the Park Staff is shown on the attached 
pages marked comparison of the two best proposals.
